I hope this isn't too far off topic for the QRP-L list, but 3.520-3.540 
is in use by QRPers and the 2nd harmonic can fall on 7.040, so there is 
some tie in. I will, however, not be posting more on this here; please 
take it off line with me. 


One local TCI office reported that the problem would only affect within 
"80 feet" of the source. This is a bit unrealistic; some TCI offices are 
searching a 1 mile radius for those that are near hams. 


Here is some info that may help estimate the distance between the source 
and an 80 meter dipole. These are very rough estimates, with the actual 
levels determined by the severity of the leak, the antenna patterns of 
the house wiring and your antenna and local conditions. 


Typically, a wireless modem jack that is not in an "atypical" 
installation and thus radiating a legal signal would give an S9+15 dB 


signal 30 meters from the source. It would fall off 6 dB for every 
doubling of the distance, at least in free space, although ground 
clutter and other factors would rapidly diminish the signal level. 
Let's assume conservatively 9 dB/doubling, to allow additional 
attenuation. This would give us: 


distance = signal strength (S9 = -73 dBm, S unit = 6 dB) 
30 meters = $9+15 
60 meters = S9+6 
120 meters = S8.5 


240 meters = S7 
480 meters = S5.5 
960 meters = S4 


This may serve as a good indicator of the TYPICAL local source. 


In some cases, at 30 meters distance, we have reports of signals 20-40 
dB higher than this. Assuming 30 dB, this would result in 


30 meters S9+45 

60 meters = S9+36 

120 meters = S9+27 
240 meters = S9+18 
480 meters = S9+9 

960 meters = S9 


The latter table is an exception, but this is a lot more than 80 feet.

Outside of the QRP Club publications, of the big 7 USA ham magazines,( 'CQ', 
'CQ-VHF', ‘Comm Quarterly', 'QST', 'QEX', ‘World Radio', and '73'), only '73' 
has consistently had a significant content of QRP related articles in addition 
to having a QRP column, (which only two? of the others has). I have several 
years of every '73' issue to back up my claim, along with 'CQ', and 'QST' over 
the same time, and more recently the others. 


Just because '73' missed one issue with the column, (which might be anybody's 
fault, the column writer or the publication or the printer), one should not 
attack them and say you will not subscribe again. 


Frankly, if more keep badmouthing ham publications, and they lose readership, 
and go under, then QRP will have lost our "window on the World" of the casual 
ham readers. The newstands only have regularly, 'CQ', '73', and 'CQ-VHF', so 
our QRP exposure is greatly limited to the world. 

'CQ' and 'CQ-VHF' are oriented toward contesting and VHF, so have little on 
QRP. ( Maybe if more authors sent QRP material to 'CQ', there would be more 
published there.) 


It appears anyway, that Wayne Green now is just the opinion writer of a column 
for 73, and actual publication is in the hands of another editor and 
publisher. Look at their masthead. They might decide to become a web topic 
magazine instead of ham radio if hams don't support them. 


Frankly, I have had my difficulties with magazines screwing up subscriptions, 
or having bad editing in pieces, and don't agree with the editors of 73, World 
Radio,and others some of the time, but I renewed every one, and have a life 
subscription to World Radio to not miss several good columns there like Mr. 
Fisher's QRP one, Brian's column he had for youth, and of course the antenna 
antics of Kurt Sterba. 


Wayne Green kept his membership to ARRL and QST sub, for 60 years to present, 
even as he was telling us all what is wrong from his point of view, with ARRL. 
As he says, it is still the main national voice we have, and we can tell the 
Directors if we do not like what they are doing. Wayne is very interesting in 

person, but you realize immediately or he tells you, he is a gadfly. They 
make money by stirring things up. In case you have not noticed, that is a 
major component of magazine journalism, with The Star, and the Enquirer type 
tabloids that are at every check out counter. (None of which I read, even in 
line!) 


Reading on the G-QRP list, I see the Radio Society of Great Britain has 
apparently cut their publication to every other month for "Radio 
Communications"? 

This is not a good sign, if a national ham society's cannot afford to keep up 
the print media. 


I know the aging ham population also may not have the disposable income to 
take every publication, but one might consider not buying that next six pack a 
couple times a month, and there would be a least one more QRP publication you 
could support, or with a weekly cut back, you could afford one of the General 
interest magazines which also has some QRP content, and write them to 
encourage them to keep up on QRP topics. Even '73' has a comment card that 
all you have to do is check off what articles you liked or did not like every 
month and send it in. 


QRP has the ability to renew the excitement in ham radio, (I am preaching to 
the choir, here), as you all have heard new subscribers to the list say how 
QRP got their ham juices flowing again. 


Let's have the 1999 resolution "support ham radio publications, and turn off 
the requoting of list messages!" :-)

Yes, a vertical dipole set, 

For the person wanting to retire his two support horizontal dipole, the 
vertical dipole as exemplified by the Gap Titan DX antenna will fill the 
Single mast bill. It can be placed upon a 6 foot tall mast, and then its 
linear decouplers will not be visible over a single story gable roofed house. 
You can place it in the back yard, and only part of a pipe will show barely 
above the roof. It is excellent for DX and needs no radials, since it is a 
VERTICAL DIPOLE. It has a counterpoise wheel or capacity structure that is 
also the 40M element. At six feet up, it will be above most uses of the yard, 
unless you are tall. (Use a taller pipe mast). It has excellent low angle 
radiation, by actual contacts I have enjoyed with good SSB QRP signal reports. 
The feed coax goes up inside the lower element, thus shielding you from the 
usual noise some verticals pick up from surroundings. 


Now if your budget is low, there is no reason one cannot shorten a 40M element 
by using a fat pipe vertical dipole element of 25 feet overall with PVC pipe 
center insulator, and from it use TV standoffs to hang other wire dipoles for 
the higher bands and WARC bands. Feed all with a common coax run up inside 
the lower half of the 40M vertical pipe. For the short horizontal run out to 
each dipole, use a piece of twin lead. Or, angle each feed point into a 
common screw pair that has the coax also connected to the other ends of the 
screws. With a matching unit in the shack you can match the whole 
combination. For 80M, you could make a coax stub match to load the shortened 
antenna, and also have it inside the upper part of the antenna. Texas Towers 
in Plano TX advertises in National ham magazines and sells all sizes of 


tubing. 


Paul Lee in his excellent book on vetical antennas, also shows how to load up 
an aluminum extension ladder as a multiband vertical, and you could lower it 
when not on the air, thus keeping even a lower profile!

Someone had a non transmitting, and weak receiver Ten Tec 505 Argonaut QRP 
transceiver and wanted to know what it is worth? 


In that state, (and also needing dial cord stringing), about $5, for the 
finals are probably blown, and you will have to substitute a different 
transistor for the push pull pair. Originals are obsolete, but I believe Ten 
Tec has said a 2N3553 (?) will work in each final location. It has come up 
before and is in the list archives I think. 


Dial cord stringing can be done, and dial cord is available from Ten Tec with 
instructions. A tune up, and maybe some new caps ,or correcting any resistor 
changed value should perk up the receiver, and you wil have a piece of QRP 
history, that can do well on SSB or CW at 2 watts. Ten Tec supports virtually 
all the rigs it ever made, and will not cost you an arm and a leg if you want 
them to do it. But, we are QRPers in the tradition of amateur radio who build 
our rigs, and thus we should be able to repair them! Manuals are available 
from Ten Tec, and while not as good as todays' they will give you the basics 
to rebuild your 505. 


Working 505s have sold among the Ten Tec list folks for $95 for bad condition 
cabinets and broken dial cord only to $300 for a pristine unit, working like 
new. There is even a Ten Tec SSB net on Sundays at 2300Z that often has 
several 505's check in on 20M. The frequency is changed to avoid QRM, but 
look above 14.180, and below 14.3. Somewhere around here I should get an 
email with the exact frequency, they annouce it on TT list every Fri.

I also checked www.bookfinder.com and www.abebooks.com. They all produce 
slightly different lists due to different connections and differences in 
how they read the material as formatted by various sellers. For example, 
the editor is Langford-Smith, and some give the full last name while other 
use Smith, letter Langford by a first name. Some searchers read edition 
numbers separately; other read them as part of the title. The seller 
listings may or may not include the edition # in the title (they put that 
info in notes). So use multiple searches at each site with variations so 
you get a complete picture. 


The most reasonable way to swap some books of note, like RDH and Terman's 
REH (1943, printed at least through the 1950s), is for folks to ask the 
list(s) and if someone has a copy they are willing to let go of 
reasonably, let the swap be made. Booksellers in general have marked 
titles like these way up in most (but not absolutely all) cases. Check 
the searches before you ask so that you have an idea of market value and 
do not insult someone who asks you to name a price. But sellers might 
also consider not charging what the commercial market will bear. 
Somewhere there is a middle ground--and as always, once an inquiry is 
made, you may conduct further communication off list/direct. 


I hope the information is useful to those in whom I awoke an urge to have 
one more excellent reference. 


I regret that I do not have an instant source of Terman's REH, but perhaps 
one day a CDROM of it will come along. Or a reprint.

I received a couple of inquiries about the cost of the Techniks P-n-P 
material. If you use a full sheet for each effort it is expensive but that 
isn't necessary. 


The process I use is to open the paper tray on the laser printer and mark 
the top page with a pen. I consistently mark the left edge of the top 
surface so i can put the page back in the same way. I then print the layout 
graphic on that page of paper. 


Next I cut a piece of the P-n-P film 3/8" to 1/2" larger than the graphic 
edge on all four sides. This allows for minor alignment problems. 


Next I lay the film on top of the printed graphic with the dull side up and 
tape one edge of the film to the paper. This method works best if you can 
identify the direction that the paper moves through the printer and tape the 
"leading" edge. On the HP printers I have used, it is the edge nearest the 
front of the paper tray. 


I then put the paper/film combination back in the paper tray with the 
marking in the same location and print the graphic again. 


So far this has worked quite well for me with the laser printers and I don't 
know of any reason that it wouldn't work on copiers also. All you need is a 


1:1 size graphic of the circuit you want. 


REMEMBER that when you place the dull side down on the copper and iron it 
you are reversing the image. I fell into that hole myself the first time I 
did this. 


I produce my graphics using the Cadsoft Eagle Layout Editor Light version 

they have on their webside www.cadsoftusa.com for downloading and free use 
for hobbyist. I recommend this package, it's quite a tool for laying out 

the SMD parts I'm working with. 


They have a checkbox in the print window that automatically prints a mirror 
image for you to take care of the print reversal. 


Although it is a bit tricky you can also build custom "devices" to fit those 
obsolete and oddball packages you have in your surplus stockpile. If anyone 
has a problem in this regard drop me a note and I'll pass along what I've 
learned one-on-one to keep the list bandwidth down. 


Hope this helps out.

I am employed as a EMC Test Engineer, and I test products simailar to these 
for a living. I would like to add a comment (or two) regarding all 
commercal "Consumer Electronics" and Electromagnetic Interference (EMI). 


The FCC's Pt 15 and CISPR 22 (European) typically do not require Radiated 
Emissions testing below 30MHz, and only look for Conducted Emissions on 
Interconnecting cabling below 30 MHz. Especially for products rated for 
Light Industrial / Residentual use. 


Unfortunately we as HF Op's have to face these ugly consequences. 

The bottom line is that these manufactures can simply claim that "our 
product is complient." I would like to echo Ed Hare's comment that we go 
easily with these OEM's and their ethical desire to be "spectrally clean". 


If you desire to find a "Consumer Electronic Product" that is tested for 
Radiated Emissions below 30 MHz, look for something that is designed to and 
tested to DO-160D Section 21 or. The only problem is that you have to spend 
an extra 10k bucks to purchase it.

Vic - I don't know if this is consistent with your plans or not, but I 
would suggest using an LDG antenna tuner at the base of a vertical. LDG 
makes a 100 W version of the tuner I don't know if you sin at higher levels 
than this or not:%)> 


You could use a whip up to 5/8 wave on 30 M and still perserve the low 
angle of radiation of verticals. That would be about 55 ft! The 40 ft 
should work fine on 40 M and 30 M, but you may notice some decrease in 
efficiency on 80M. The bandwidth will certainly be narrow on 80M. The 40 M 
will also work fine on 20 M where it is slightly less than 5/8 wave. 


The balanced line would have high SWR on 80 M with your proposed 
configuration and may have some losses as a result. Depending on the length 
of your run you may be better off loss wise on 80M with RG-8. The 
calculations are straightforward to make though. 


You might also want to look into implementing some of Cecil, W6RCA's 
techniques for tuning the antenna with varying feedline lengths. 


Don't know if the LDG fits your budget or power levels, but combined with a 
whip it should make a very nice "hands off"-low profile-low loss system. 
You will need a good ground of course, but it looks like you are addressing 
that already. 


When compared to commercial antenna alternatives the LDG/whip combination 
is quite reasonable and if you get tired of that configuration you can 
always use the tuner and tubing elsewhere. If you buy a commercial antenna 
your alternatives are limited.

The subject of tower guy wires was mentioned a few days 
ago. I thought I'd throw this observation out.... 


On my 85' of 25G I use 3 sets of PHILLISTRAN guys. For 
the end connections I use the metal wire wraps that are 
sold for that use. No potting ends any longer! 


The other way is to use metal wires. If you use metal you 
MUST break them up with insulators very often. Look in 
any handbook to see how often. 


People talk about Phillistran being expensive. But it costs 
less than buying all the wire, insulators, clips or Big Grips 
and thimbles you need if using metal! 


Look at the total price of the guy system not just one part! 


And please remember that no guyed tower is any better than the 
guy system on it. 


EVERY tower I have seen fail (fall) has been due to a failed 
guy wire. I have seen them break, pull out from under the clips 
and even anchors pull out of the ground! 


I was thinking about this last night as I was a peak wind gust 
of 128 knots on a local mountain top. The winds here were 
strong. While feeding the cows it picked me up and put me on 
the fence.... and I weigh in at about 225 lbs! 


But watching the antenna just sit there and flex and not even 
feel any vibration on the guys is all the pay back I need for 
the 7 yrds of concreat and high quality parts used in the whole 
system.

>Multiband vertical idea -- thoughts? 


For the ultimate in simplicity for a multi-band vertical that requires no 
traps check out page 7-15 in the latest ARRL antenna book. It can be found 
in later editions in the Multiband Antennas chapter. 


The antenna is simplicity itself. It consist of a vertical element and a 


single wire radial. It is fed with open wire feeder. I have used this 
configuration in various sizes and it works well. I am using a Radio Works 
balun (RemoteBalun 4tm) made specifically for this kind of service 

(http: //www.radioworks.com/. I have used this antenna in roof mount and 
ground mount configurations and both work well. Of course the commerical 
vertical antenna makers don't want you to know about this simple effective 
antenna. :) 


Try it in it's basic configuration before experimenting with other 
configurations. Yes the antenna does have some directivity in the direction 
of the radial. Sloping the radial improves the low angle performance some. 
A fun antenna to play with and it is a good FOX catcher as well. :)

I've been wanting a visually-simple rooftop vertical for 80/40/30 meters, 
and 

I've considered various commercial options; but they're all either 
expensive, 

ugly (from the neighbors' point of view), or promise poor performance. 

Next, I 

thought about building a simple 40' whip with a relay-switched tuning box at 
the 

base. This would probably work, but would require some expensive components 
for 

high power (sometimes I sin), plus a method of operating the relays, etc. 
being 

lazy, I came up with a simpler idea: 


How about a 40' whip, fed with ladder line through a reverse-connected 
W2DU-type 

balun (this is the balun made by slipping ferrite cores over a short piece 
of 


coax)? For a ground system, I would use 2 shortened radials on each band, 
each 
pair resonated by a short length of ladder line. 


The system could be matched in the shack with my Johnson Matchbox. This 

gives 

me an efficient antenna with no visible traps, stubs, etc., and no tuning 
devices on the roof. The W2DU balun is probably the only type that would 
work 

in this high-swr application.

Then there's no point in measuring a metal rod tighter than 
it's expansion rate. Imagine a metal rod that changes in

the right rod length. Specifying 1.0 mm at 25C will get you 
what you want to +/- .05 mm. (Half again as the finest tic on 
your measuring tool.) 


Rounding Errors. A good one I heard is "Always round to make 
a number EVEN". Only round when the answer ends in a "5" 
at the resolution you are capable.

Vic - A few more thoughts after reading your reply; 
"T use a 40-meter dipole at 50' fed with ladderline on all bands now." 


It is easy to make a vertical antenna for 80 out of this antenna by tying 
the ladderline together at the fed end and feeding it against the shortened 
radials you planned. The 50 ft vertical with top loading should outperform 
the 40 ft option you are thinking about. If the entire run of ladder line 
is not vertical you may wish to feed it at the point where it transitions 
from vertical to horizontal. You could do this remotely fairly easily I 
would think. 


I wasn't clear when I suggested using Cecil's method. I was thinking of 
implementing it with something like variable lengths of 92 Ohm coax to 
alleviate the balanced/unbalanced problem. I have not done the math, but it 
might be possible. 


I have seen some efficiency data for the LDG tuner and it was not all that 
bad into low impedance loads, although I do not remember the particulars. 
It was certainly much better than I expected. Housing it in a non 
conducting housing will help as the stray capacitance serves as a 
capacitive divider with the antenna and substantial current can flow in it. 


Having typed those words, I now remember that Jack Belrose, VE2CV, 
addressed the subject of short verticals being fed with automatic tuners in 
QST, April 94, Technical Correspondence section. Extrapolating from Jack's 
graph it looks like your 40 ft vertical fed with an automatic tuner such as 
the LDG would be down slightly less than 5 dB from the maximum that can be 
expected with a well designed loading system. 


The radiation resistance of a 40 ft vertical will be about 10 Ohms 
according to my Handbook. This is not great, but not too bad either if you 
pay attention to ground losses. You may wish to add additinal radials. 


You might also look into "ununs", that is transformers that transform 
impedance from unbalnced low Z to unbalanced higher Z. Sevick has several 
examples in his book.

Could someone help me understand the operation of a log amplifier? I've 
got a cell phone receiver board with a couple JRC (NJR) 2204AD chips. 
These are described as log amplifiers but I can't quite fully understand 
the datasheet. In this application they are situated in series with 
Murata 455 ceramic filters on their front ends and a discriminator 
circuit on the tail end. These chips put out a signal which is linearly 
correlated to the log of the signal level. The data sheet says that they 
have a linear range of about 52 dB and that two in series can span a 
range of 100 dB. I am confused by the fact that this chip has four log 
detector outputs and I also don't understand whether the input signal 
gets amplified on its way through the chip (I would think that it must 
if the two chip series arrangement should work to span a 100 dB range). 


This chip sounds useful for monitoring signal levels in an IF circuit or 
for generating a log scale on a scope display.

I recently gave a presentation for my daughter's second grade class. 
We all had a great time. My suggestions: 


1. Keep it short. Half an hour is more than enough, maybe too much. 
2. Tie the topic into something they are learning about in class. In 
my daughter's class, they were studying geography and map reading. 
Ham radio was an opportunity to identify places that I had talked to 
on the map and globe. We were also able to discuss the issues of 
language and time zones when you talk directly to people in foreign 
countries. Ask the teacher ahead of time what they will be learning 
in class and tailor your presentation to cover it. 

3. Bring simple props. I brought a lot of stuff, from QSLs to an 

HT -- too much stuff. The QSLs were the biggest hit. Best were DX 


QSLs with exotic pictures, but even a lowly stateside generic QSL 
elicited questions and wonder. The kids were very careful handling 
all the stuff, and were careful to bring everything back to me after 
it had been passed around the classroom several times. 

4. Morse code is fascinating to them, but to present it right takes 
the full half hour. A key and code practice oscillator are fun, but 
letting them pass it around will disrupt the rest of your 
presentation. 

5. Keep it simple. Present an idea, let them do something with it, 
and go on. 

6. Arrange things that the kids can do. Every person has his or her 
own style of learning, but in general, young kids don't do very well 
with listening to lectures. Use sight, sound (words and non-verbal 
sound), movement, touch. For example, I showed them how I used a 
telegraph key to talk with someone in S. Africa, passed around the 
QSL card (even the stamps feel different from South Africa), asked 
them to show me S. Africa on the map and the globe, and we talked 
about language in S. Africa. 

7. Be prepared to answer questions about the distinction between the 
internet and ham radio, and between cell phones and ham radio. Most 
of these kids have been surfing the web since they could walk, but 
many have never heard of ham radio. Interestingly enough, whereas 
adults would ask why you would go to the trouble of using ham radio 
when you could just make a cellphone call, the kids accept the 
challenge as an end in itself. 

8. Start with the basics. I began with the concept of transmitters 
sending radio waves to receivers. From there we went to one-way radio 
(broadcasting) and then two-way radio like ham radio. They got these 
ideas quickly and made everything that followed understandable. 

9. Enjoy.

Morning, qrp'rs.. 

Many items that you wouldn't think care a hoot about the date, 
actually do. The reason is as follows: Suppose some pice of equipment 
needs to turn on some function for a given period of time, such as an ar 
conditioner, door opener, or whatever. There are two ways to do this. The 
first, and more obvious is to start a software timer and when it times 
out, you cease the intended function, whether it is purging a valve, 
closing a relay, or whatever. The second, and more problematic, is where 
the programmer read the initial time, opened the valve (or whatever), and 
rechecked the time every second or so. Every second, the current time is 
read, a subtraction performed, and if the result is equal to the intended 
delay time, it then ceases that function (such as closing the valve). If 
the times are read out completely, as in all the way out to the year, and 
this has been done, and that real time clock only has two digits for the 
year, then the subtraction fails to give the right result. The valve 
stays open. Hence, a seemingly uninterested (in what year it 
is) controller, now crashes. 

This is how it has been explained to me by folks that seem to be 
in the thick of it. Got batteries? :-)

Thanks to everyone for their responses regarding the MFJ CW rigs. I must 
have had a dozen replies, thoughtful and informative, in less than 24 
hours. 


The concensus is that these rigs are not perfect but, especially used and 
in good condition, are a darn good value. They are prone to drift if 
allowed to heat up excessively in the sun and older 40 meter versions had a 
drifting problem that could be improved by swapping out 2 capacitors. The 
newer ones have this solution already. There were a few comments about weak 
volume (vs. weak reception) and ways to improve it. Several people 
suggested that a well-built Oak Hills or NorCal 40A were better values. 


Several replies included tested ways to improve their performance. I've 
kept those e-mails on file to send to others if requested. 


In general, most people were very positive about them; sometimes 
enthusiastic. As a result, I'll be keeping an eye peeled for a used, late 
model of the MFJ 9040. Aside from just wanting a QRP-only rig, it would 
give me access to the Novice AND higher class frequencies. Even after I 
upgrade, I would still want the Novice portions available and it would 
allow me to lend it out to new Tech Pluses in our club while they save for 
their first HF rig. Also, it uses less power than my Corsair II cranked 
down to QRP levels. With my battery capacity, I could run the MFJ and my 2 
meter gear for several weeks in an emergency which would make our ARES EC 
very happy. Besides, they look like fun.

OK, I SWORE I wouldn't get into this, but..... 


There's LOTs of reasons the Y2K problem is real. But it's not the end of 
the world. Cars won't stop (except maybe some Cadilacs) cats won't die, 
and dogs won't start using kitty litter (well, except maybe to look for 
those 

tasty little goodes, but then dogs drink from the toilet, whether it's been 
flushed recently or not). 


This whole issue is about a SMALL software bug. But that doesn't mean 
it doesn't have big ramifications. But that also doesn't mean is HAS to 
have 

big ramifications. 


I recently rolled my checkbook over to number 10000. You think the Y2K 
problem is tough? Try writing a check when most of the ‘check approval' 
systems only handle 4 digits and your check goes through as 0000 because 
it ignored the first digit!

Several years ago one of my winter projects was putting a Gemini Rabbit 
on ATV. Not really hard to do it just involved adding a coax connector 
of some style,( I beleive I used a BNC) to the transmitter and receiver. 
The older and perhaps the newer stuff was/is on 900mhz as a matter of 
fact the three frequencies were all in the ham bands. The key to success 
was the antenna. I wound two helical style antennas on 4" schedual 10 
plastic sewer pipe and used a 10" pizza pan for a reflector. 

The transmitter put out about 4 mw to the antenna with about 12 db 
gain for an erp of about a watt or so. My best DX was 4.5 miles line of 
sight with a p3 signal to a friend of mine on a hill top (we used 
binoculars and HT's to line the antennas). 

The helical antenna's worked well because even at line of sight, 
uhf signals tend to do funny things polarity wise.What starts out 
horizontal may not arrive that way at the receiver. With circular 
polarization this problem is greatly deminished. 

There are several kits out on the market for some really small atv 
transmitters and the postage stamp cameras are getting really cheap. You 
may want to look into "patch antenna's if you use the 2ghz band they are 
similar in function to Helicals

Folks, if you're considering the purchase of a Yaesu. VX-5R, (as I am) you 
should know that there is a problem 

with CTSS tone scanning in the initial models. The scan does not stop when 
a tone-encoded signal is present on a frequency configured for CTSS 

squelch. Apparently the squelch works but is too slow to stop the scan (see 
the 

"versatile fast scanning" feature they advertise!). DCS (?) scanning 
apparently works, FWIW. 


Yaesu have told me in email that they will fix it at no cost to the 
purchaser, including shipping, and that new production models include the 
fix. I'm pretty sure the new production isn't available in America yet, but 
Yaesu tech support said they were expecting to receive them "soon".
